A trein came in on the Columbia Gap 
railroad this afternoon and its crew tell 
a storv of death and desolation in the 


country through which they passed. Con- 
ductor Ferguson states that the damage 


is beyond calculation, houses, barns, 


esops and orchards being destroyed. 

Al Forbes. postal clerk, reported that 
at Oyster creek the train crew and pas- 
sengers heard cries coming out of a mass 
of debris. Several persons answered the 
erles and found a negro woman fastened 
under a roof. They pulled her out and 
she informed her rescuers that there 
were others under the roof. A further 
search resulted in the finding of nine 
bodies, all colored persons. 

When the train arrived at Angleton, the 
jail. all of the churches and a number 
of houses had been blown down. Thre® 
fatalities occurred at Angleton, but the 
train stopped there only a few minutes 
and the number killed or their names 
could not be learned. At Angleton the 
conductor decided to return to Houston 
and the extent of the damage beyond 
Angleton was not learned. On the re- 
turn trip the crew saw the debris of 
dozens of demolished houses. At Sandy 
Point several persons were badly in- 
jured. but no fatalities were reported.

The hurricane was particularly severe 
at Brookshire, twenty-seven miles west 
of Houston, on the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad.

CONFIRMATION OF THE GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 


MEMPHIS, TENN., September 9.—A special to The Commercial-Appeal from New Orleans 
Says that advices regarding the awful effects of the storm which has been raging along the gulf 
coast of Texas are just beginning to arrive, and the story they tell is fraught with horror. First 
in importance is the news that Galveston was struck by a tidal wave, and that the loss of life 


there was between 2,500 and 3,000.

CHICAGO, September 9.—A dispatch to The Chronicle from San Antonio, Tex., says that the 
startling news has just flashed over the wires informing Governor J. D. Sayers that a messenger, 
at great risk of his life, has just reached Virginia Point from Galveston with the report that 
2,500 are probably dead as a result of the fearful storm. | 

An urgent appeal to all Texas is made for help. The messenger said that the grain elevators 
at the water front are wrecked and hundreds of buildings have collapsed or were carried out to 


sea. The greatest distress is said to prevail. 


PRAIRIE COVERED WITH DEAD. 


DALLAS, TEX., September 9.—The following telegram just received from Houston by The

“Relief train just returned. They could not get closer than six miles of Virginia Point, where 


tbe prairie was covered with lumber, debris, pianos, trunks and dead _ bodies.

At Brazoria six people were killed by 
falling houses or were drowned last 
night, including George Duff, son of Hon. 
J. F. Duff. Judge Duff was himself se- 
verely injured. Reports state that only 
the cvurthouse and two other buildings 
are standing there. 

A report from Chenango says that eight 
people were killed. 

Among the passengers who arrived here 
on a relief train from Galveston is 
Ben W. Dew, an attache of the Southern 
Parific. Dew had been at Virginia 
Point for some hours and said that he 
saw 100 to 10 dead bodies floating out on 


the beach at that place. Conductor Pow,” 


ers reported that twenty-five corpses had 
been recovered by the life-saving crew, 
many of them women; that the crew had 
reported that many other bodies were 
floating and they were using every en- 
deavor to get them all out. The water 
swept across the island, and itis pre- 
sumed that most of these were Galveston 
people. thoygh none of them have bees 
identified.

Plantations Around Waco Present 
Scene of Desolation. 

Waco, Tex., September 9.—The wind 
blew tempestuously here from 3 o’clock 
this morning to 5 o’clock this afternoon, 
wrecking orchards and destroying cotton 
fields, the chief damage being to fruit 
trees and the cotton crop. The big cot- 
ton plantations tn the Brazos valley look 
as if armies had fought battles in them, 
the plants being laid low as if leveled 
wtth a machine.

Accumulation of Gold. 


Four hundred and thirty-six million dollars 
of gold have been added to the gold stock of 
the United States since July |, 
of March 14, 1900, authorized the refunding 

irto 2 per cent bonds of that part of the pub- 
: lic debt represented by the 3 per cents due in 

1908, the 4 per cents due in 1907 and the 5 
per cents due in 1904, aggragating $840,- 
000,090. More than one-third of the sum of 
these bonis was refunded in the frst three 
mouths after the passage of the act, and on 
Sertember Ist the ‘sum had been increased 
more than $33,000,000, making in all $330,- 
578,050, resulting in a net saving of over 
$2,379,520. The ordinary receipts of the gov- 
erpment for the fiscal year 1900 were $79.,- 
527.C60 in excess of its expenditures. 

While our receipts both from customs and 
interral revenue have been greatly increased, 
our expenditures have been decreasing. Civil 
and miscellaneous expenses for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1900, were nearly $1/4,- 
0C0,000 less than in 1899, while on the war 
account there is a decrease of more than $95,- 
000,000. There were required $8,000,000 less 
to.support the mavy this year than last, and 
the expenditures on accouns of Indians were 
neatly two and ‘hree-quarters million dollars 
less than in 1899. The only two items of in- 
crease in the public expenses of 1900 oven 
1899 are for pensions and interest on the pul» 
lic debt. For 1899 we expended for pen~ 
sidns $139,394,929, and for the fiscal year 
1900 our payments on this account amounted 
to $140,877,316. The net ‘increase of inter- 
est on the public debt of 1900 over 1899 rea 
quired by the war loin, was $263,408.25. 
Vhile congress authorized the government to 
meke a war loan of $400,000,000 at the bea 
ginning of the war with Spain, only $200,- 
C00.000 of bonds were issued, bearing 3 per 
cent interest, which were promptly and pat- 
riotically taken by our citizens.

Five years azo we were selling governmen® 
bonds bearing as high as 5 per cent interest. 
Now we are redeeming them with a bond at 
par bearing 2 per cent interest.

One result of ous 
selling to other naticns so much more than 
we have bought from them during the past 
three years is a radical improvement of our 
financial relations. The great amounts of cap- 
ital which have been borrowed of Europe for 
our rapid, material development have remained 
a constant drain unon the resources for interest 
end dividends and made our money markets 
l'able to constant disturbances by calls for 
payment or heavy sales of our securities when- 
ever moneyed stringency or panic occurred 
abroad. We have now been paying these debts 
and bringing home many of our securities and 
establishing countervailing credits abroad by 
cur loans and placing ourselves upon a sure 
foundation of financial independence. 


Alludes to the Boer War. 


In the unfortunate contest between Great 
Britgin and the Boer states of South Africa, the 
United States has maintained an attitude of 
neutrality in accordance with its well-knowg 
traditional policy. It>did not hesitate, how- 
ever, when requested—by the governments of 
the Scuth African republics to exercise its good 
offices for the cessation of hostilities. It is ta 
be observed that while the South. African re- 
publics made like request of other powers, the 
United States is the only one which complied. 
The British government declined to accept the 
intervention of any power. 

Ninety-one per cent of our exports and im- 
ports are now carried by foreign ships. Fos 
ocean transportation we pay annually to for- 
eign ship owners over $165,000,000. We ought 
to own the ships for our carrying trade with 
the world and we-ought to build them ig 
American ship yards and man them with 
Arrerican sailors. Our own citizens should 
receive the transportation charges now paid 
t@® foreigners. I have called the attention of 
congress to this subject in my several annual 
messages. In that of December 6, 1897, I 
raid: 

*‘Most desirable from every standpoint of 
national interest and patriotism is the effort 
to extend our foreign commerce. To this end 
our merchant marine should be improved and 
enlarged. We should do owr full share of the 
carrying trade of the world. We do not do it 
now, We should be the laggard no longer.’’ 

In my message of December 5, 1899, I said: 

“Our national development will be one-sided 
and unsatisfactory so long as the remarkable 
growth of our inland industries -emains un- 
accompanied by progress on the seas. There is 
no lack of constitutional authority for legisla- 
tion which shall give to the country maritime 
strength commensurate with its industrial 
achievements and with its rank among the na+ 
tions of the earth. 

“The past year has recorded exceptional 
activity in our shipyards, and the promises 
of continual prosperity in ship building are 
abundant. Advanced legislation for the pro- 
tection of our seamen has been enacted. Our 
coast trade under regu!.tions wisely framed at 
the beginning of the government and since, 
shows results for the past fiscal year unequal- 
ed in our records or those of any other power, 
We shall fail ‘to realize our opportunities 
hewever, if we complacently regard only mat- 
ters at @ and blind ourselves to the neces 
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sity of securing our share in the valuable car- 
rying trade of the world."’ ‘ 

I now reiterate these views. 

A subject of immediate importance to our 
cointry is the completion of a great waterway 
of commerce between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific. The ccnstruction of a maritime cana} 
is now more than ever indispensable to that 
intin ate and ready communication between our 
evstern and western seaports demanded by the 
aurerxation of the Hawalian islands and the 
expansion of our influence and trade in the 
Pacific. 

Our natioral policy more imperatively than 
ever calls for its completion and control by 
this government; and it is believed that the 
next session of congress, after receiving the 
full report of the commission appointed under 
the act approved March 3, 1899, will make 
provisions for the sure accomplishment of this 
great work. 


Slight Reference to Trusts. 


Combinations of capital which control ths 
market in commodities necessary to the gen- 
eral use of the people, by suppressing natural 
and ordinary competition, thus enhancing 
prices, to the general consumer are obnoxious 
to the common law and the public welfare. 
They are dangerous conspiracies against the 
public good and should be made the subject of 
prohibitory or penal legislation. Publicity will 
be a helpful influence to check this evil. Unid 
formity of legislation in the several states 
should be secured. Discrinination between 
what is injurious and what is useful and nec- 
essary ip business operations is essential t@ 
the wise and effective treatment of this sub-< 
ject. Honest co-operation of capital is neces- 
sary to meét new business conditions and ex- 
tend our rapidly increasing foreign trade, Dut 
conspiracies and combinations intended to re- 
strict busiress create monopolies and control 
prices should be effectively restrained. 

The best service which can be rendered to 
labor is to afford it an opportunity for steady 
and remunerative employment, and give i0 
every encouragement for advancement The 
policy that subserves thie end is the tru@ 
American policy. The past three years have 
been more satisfactory to American working- 
men than many preceding years. Any change 
of the present industrial or financial policy 
of the government would be disastrous to thelr 
highest interests. With prosperity at home and 
an increasing foreign market for American 
products, employment should continue to walt 
upon labor, and with the present gold stand 
ard the workingmnan is secured against pay- 
ments for his 'abor in a depreciated currency. 
For labor, a short day is better than a shor 
dollar; one will lighten the burden; the other 
lessens the rewards of toll. The one will pre- 
mote contentment and Independence: the other 
penury and want. The wages of labor should 
be adequate .o keep the home tn comfort, edu- 
cate the children and, with thrift and economy, 
lay something by for the days of infirmity and 
oli age. 

Practical civil service reform has alway” 
had the support and encouragement of the re- 
publican party. The future of the merit system 
is safe in its hands. 

During the present administration, as occag- 
ions have arisen for modification or amend- 
ment in the existing civil service law and rules, 
they have been made.

We have 
stimulated industry, introduced public edu- 
cation, and taken a full and comprehensive 
envmeration of the nhabitants: The qualifi- 
cation of electors has been settled and under 
it officers have been chosen for all the mu- 
nicipalities of Cuba. Thcse local governments 
are now in operation, administered by the peo. 
ple. Our military establishment has been re- 
duced from 43,000 to less than 6,000. A@®g 
election has been ordered to be held on the 
i5th of September under a fair election law 
already tried in the municipal elections, ta 
choose members of a constitutional conven- 
ticn, and the convention by the same order is 
to assemble on the first Monday of November 
to frame a constitution upon which an inde- 
pendent government for the island will rest. 
All this is a long step in the fulfillment of our 
sacred guarantees to the people of Cuba. 


Government of Porto Rico. 


We hold Porto Rico by the same title as 
the Philippines. The treaty of peace which 
ceded us the one conveved to us the other. 
Congress has given to this island a govern- 
ment in which the inhabitants participate, 
elect their own legislature, enact their own 
local laws, provide their own system of taxa- 
tion, and in these respects have the sam@

During this intermediate period 
Porto Rica4 products coming into the United 
States. pay a tariff of 15 per cent of the rates 
under the Dingley act, and our goods going to 
Porto Rico pay a like rate. The duties thus 
paid and collected both in Porto Rico.and the 
states are paid to the government of Porto 
Rico and no part thereof is taken by the na- 
tional government. All of the duties from No- 
vember |, 1898, to Jure 30, 1900, aggregat- 
ing the sum of $2,250,523.21 paid at the cus- 
tom house in the United States uron Porto 
Rican products, under the laws existing prior 
to the above mentioned act of congress, have 
gcne into the treasury of Porto Rico to re- 
lieve the destitute and for schools and other 
public purposes. In addition to this we have 
expended for relief, education and improve- 
ment of roads the sum of $1,513,084.95. The 
Un'ted States military force in the island has 
been reduced from 11,000 to 1,500, and native 
Porto Ricans constitute for the most part the 
local constabulary. 

Under ths new law and the inauguration 
of civil government, there has been a gratify¢ 
ing revival of business. The manufactures of 
Porto Rico are developing; her imports are in- 
creasing; her tariff ts yielding increased re- 
turns; her fields ara being cultivated; free 
schools are being established. Notwithstand- 
ing the many embarrassments incident to @ 
change of national conditions, the is rapidly 
showing the good effects of her new relations 
to this nation. 


The Philippine Question. 


For the sake of full and intelligent under- 
standing of the Philippine question, and to 
give to the people authentic information of the 
acts and aims of the administration, I present 
at some length the events of importance lead- 
ing up to the present situation. The purposes 
of the executive are best revealed and can 
best be judged by what he has done and is 
decirg. It will be seen that the power of the 
government has been used for the liberty, the 
peace and the prosperity of the Philippine peo« 
ples, and that force has been employed’ only 
against force which stood in the way of the 
realization of these ends. 

On the 25th day of April, 1898, congress de- 
clared that a state of war existed between 
Spain and the United States. On May Il, 
1898, Admiral Dewey destroyed the Spanish 
fleet in Manila bay. Jn May 19, |898, Major 
General Merritt, U. 8. A., was placed in com- 
mand of the militafy expedition to Manila, and 
directea among cther things to immediately 
‘publish a proclamation declaring that we 
come not to make war upon the people of the 
Philig pines nor upon any part or faction among 
them, but to protect them in their homes, in 
their employments, and in their personal and 
religious rights. All persons who, either by 
active aid or by honest submission, co-operate 
with the United States in its efforts to give 
effect to this beneficient purpose will receive 
the reward of its support and protection.’’ 

On July 3, 1898, the Spanish fleet, in at- 
tempting to escape from Santiago harbor, was 
destroyed by the American fleet, and on July 
17, 1898, the Spanish garrison tn the city of 
Santiago surrendered to the commander of the 
American forces. 

Following these brilliant victories, on the 
12th day of August, 1898, upon the initiative 
of Spain, hostilities were suspended, and a 
protocol was signed with a view to arranging 
terms of peace between the two governments. 

In pursuance thereof, I appointed as commis- 
sioners the following distinguished citizens to 
conduct the negotiations on the part of the 
United States: Hon: -Willlam R. Day, of 
Ohio; Hon. William P. Frye, of Maine; Hon. 
Cu.stman K. Davis, of Minnesota: Hon. George 
Gray, of Delaware, and Hon. Whitelaw Reid. 
of New York. In addressing the peace com- 
mission before ite departure for Paris, I said: 

“It is my wish that throughout the nego-

tiations entrusted to the commission, the pur- 
pose and spirit with which the United States 
accept the unwelcome necessity of war os 
be kept constantly in view. We took up 

only in obedience to the dictates of humanity 
and in the fulfillment of high public and 
noral obligations. We had no design of ag- 
grardiement an4 no ambition of conquest. 
TlLrough the long course of repeated represen- 
tations which preceded and aimed to avurt the 
struggle and in the final arbitrament of force 
this country was impelled solely by the pur 
pose of relieving grievous wrongs and re- 
moving long existing conditions which disturb- 
ed its ‘tranquillity, which shocked the moral 
sense of mankind and vtith could no longer be 
endured. 

“It is my earnest wish that the United 
States in making pea.e should follow the sam@ 
high rule of conduct which guided it in facing 
It should be as scrupulous and magnani« 
mous in the concluding settlement as it was 
just and humane in {ts original action. 

“Our aim in the adjustment of peace should 
be directed to lasting results and to the 
achieverrent of the common good under the 
denm.ends of civilization, rather than to ame 
bitious designs. 

‘Without any original thought of completa 
or even partia] acquisition, the presence and 
success of our arms in Manila imposes upon 
us obligations which we cannot disregard. 
The march of events rules and overrules human 
acticn. Avowing unreservedly the purpose 
which has animated all our effort, and still 
sclicitous to adhere to it, we cannot bq 
unmindful that without any desire and respon- 
sibilities on our part the war has brought 
new duties and responsibilities which we niust 
meet and discharge as becomes a great nation 
on whose growth and career from the begin- 
ning the ruler of nations has plainly written 
the high comand and pledge of civillzation.’’ 

On Octobtr 28, 1898, while the peace com- 
mission was continuing its negotiations 
Paris, the following additional instructom was 
sert: 

‘It is imperative upon us that as victors we 
should be governed only by motives which wil} 
exalt our nation. Territorial expansion should 
be our least concern; that we shall not shir 
the moral obligations of our victory is of the 
greatest. It is undisputed that Spain’s au- 
thcrity is permanently destroyed in every part 
of the Philippines. Tw leave any part In her 
feeble control now would increase our difficul- 
ties and be opposed to the interests of hu- 
marity. * * * Nor can we permit Spain to 
transfer any of the islands to another power. 
Nor can we invite another power or powers,ta 
join the LDnited States in sovereignty over 
them. We must either hold them or turn them 
back to Spain. 

“Consequently, grave as are the responsibil- 
ities and unfoveseen as are the difficulties 
which are before us, the president can see bug 
one plain path of duty, the acceptance of the 
arclipelago. Greater difficulties and more se- 
rious complications—administrative and inter- 
naticrs]l—would follow any other course. The 
pres'dent has given to the views of the com- 
missioners the fullest consideration, and in 
reaching the conclusion above announced in the 
light of information comunicated to the coms 
mission and to the president since your depar- 
ture, he has been infilnenced by the single con- 
sideration of duty and humanity. The president 
is not unmindful ofthe distressed finacial con- 
dition of Spain, and whatever consideration 
the United States may show mvust come front 
its sense of generosity and benevdlence rather 
than from any real cr technical obligation.’’ 

Again, on November |{3th, I instructed the 
ccn. mission: 


, Instructions to Commissioners. 


‘From the standpoint of indemnity, both the 
archirelagoes (Porto Rico and the Philippines) 
are insufficient to pay our war expenses, but 
aside from this do we not owe an obligation 
to the people of the Philtopines which will 
not permit us to return them to the sovereign- 
ty of Spain? Could we justify ourselves in 
such a course or could we permit their bar- 
ter to some other power? Willing or not, we 
have the responsibility of duty which we can- 
not escape. * * * The President cannot be- 
lieve any division of the archipelago can bring 
us anything but embarrassment in the fu- 
tvre. The trade and commercial side, as well 
as the indemnity for the cost -of the war, are 
questions we might yield. . They might be waiv- 
ed or compromised, but the questions of duty 
and humanity appeal to the president so strong- 
ly that he can find no appropriate answer but 
the one he has here marked out.’’ 

lhe treaty of peace was concluded on De 
cember 10, 1898. By its terms the archipel- 
ago, Known as the Philippine islands, was 
ceded by Spain to the United States. It was al- 
su provided that ‘‘the civil rights and political 
status of the native ‘nhabitants of the terri- 
tcries hereby ceded to the United States shall 
be determined by the conages.’’ Eleven days 
thereafter, on December 2/st, the following di- 
rection was given to the commander of our 
forces in the Philippines: 

iis The military commander of the 
United States is enjoined to make known to 
the inhabitants of the Philippine islands that 
in succeeding to the sovereignty of Spain, in 
severing the former political relations of the 
inhabitants and in establishing a new political 
power, the authodrity of the United States Is ta 
be exerted for the securing of the persons and 
property of the people of the islands and for 
the confirmation of all their private rights and 
relaticns. It will be the duty of the com- 
méender of the forces of occupation to announce 
and proclaim in the most public manner that 
wWw>3 come not as invaders or conquerors, but as 
friends, to protect the natives in their homes, 
in their employ.nents, and in their fersona) 
end religious rights.’’ 

In order to facilitate the most humane, pa- 
cific and effective extension of authority 
tfroughout these islands, and to secure, with 
the least possible delay, the benefits of a wis@ 
and generous protection of life and property ta 
the inhabitants, I appointed tn January, 1898, 
a commission consisting of Hon. Jacob Gould 
Schurman, of New York; Admiral George 
Dewey, U. S. N.; Hon. Charles Denby, of In- 
diana; Professor Dean C. Worcester, of Mich- 
igan, and Major General Elwell Otis, U. S. A. 
The instructions contained the following: 

“In the performance of this duty the com- 
missioners are enjoined to meet at the earliest 
poteible day in the city of Manila and to ane 
nctnce by public proclamation, their presence 
and the mission intrusted to them, carefully 
setting forth that, while the military fgovern- 
ment already. proclaimed is to be maintained 
and continued so long as necessity may require, 
efforts will be made to alleviate the burden of 
taxation, to establish industriat and commer- 
cial prosperity, and to provide for the safety 
of persons and of property by such means as 
may be found conducive to these ends. 

‘The commissioners will endeavor, without 
interference with -he military authorities of 
the United States now in control of the’ Philips 
pires, to ascertain what amelioration in the 
conditioh of the inhabitants and what im- 
prevement in public order may he practicable, 
and for this purpose they will study atten- 
tively the existing social and politjcal stcte of 
the various populations, particularly as re- 
gards the forms of local government, the ad- 
ninistration of justice, the collection of cus- 
toms and other taxes, the means of tramspor- 
tation, and the »3eds of public improvements. 
They will repert * ** the results of their 
observations and reflections, and will recom 
mend such executive action as may. from 
time to time seem to them wise and useful. 

‘The commissioners are hereby authorized 
to cenfer authoritatively with any persons res- 
ident in the tslands from whom they may, 
believe themselves able to derive information or 
sugrestions valuable for the purposes of their 
corirission, or wham they may choose to em- 
ploy as agents, as may be necessary for this 
purpose. * * *® 

“It is my desire that in all their relations 
with the inhabitants of the islands, the com- 
missioners exerzise due respect for all the 
ideals, customs and institutions of the tribes 
vhich compose*the population, emphasizing 
vpon all occasions the just and beneficent in- 
tertions of the government of the United 
States. It is also my wish and expectation that 
the commissioners may be received in a man- 
ner due to the honored and authorized repre- 
sentatives of the American republic, duly com- 
mirsioned on account of their knowledge, skill, 
and integrity as bearera of the good will, the 
pretection, and the richest blessings of a lib- 
erating rather than a conquering nation.’’ 

On the 6th of February, 1899, the treaty was 
ratified by the senate of the United States, and 
the congress immediately appropriated $20,- 
The rati- 
fications were exchanged by the United States 
and Spain on the I Ith of April, 1899. 

As early as April, 1899, the Philippine com- 
mission, of which Dr. Schurman was presi- 
dent, endeavored to bring «bout peace in the 
islands by repeated conferences with leading 
Tagalogs representing the .o-called insurgent 
government, to the end that some general plan 
of government might be offered them which 
they would accept. So great was the satis- 
faction of the insurgent commissicners with the 
fcrm of government proposed by the American 
commissioners that the latter submitted the 
proposed scheme to me for approval, and my 
action thereon is shown by the cable message 
following: 

‘May 5, 1899.—Schurman, Manila. Yours, 
4th, receive’. You are authorized to pro- 
pose that under the military power of the 
president, pending action of congress, govern- 
ment of the Philippine islands shall consist of 
@ governor general, appoin:ed by the presis 
deu.t; cabinet, appointed by the govegnor gen- 
eral; a general advisory council, ele by the 
people; the qualifications cf electors to be 
carefully considered and determined; and the 
governor general to have absolute veto. Judi- 
clary strong and independent; principal judges 
appointed by the president. The cabinet and 
judges to be chosen from natives or Americans, 
or both, having regard to fitness. The pres- 
ident earnestly desires the cessation of blood- 
shed, and that the people of the Philippine 
islands at an early date shall have the largest 
measure of local selfgovernment consistent 
with peace and good order.’’ 

In the latter part of May, another group of 
rerresentatives came from the insurgent leader. 
The whole matter was fully discussed with 
them and promise of acceptance reemod near at 
hand. They assured our commissioners they 
would return after consulting with their leader, 
but they never did. 

As a result of the views expressed by the 
first Tagalog representative favorable to the 
plan of the commission, it appears that he 
was, by military order of the insurgent leader, 
stripped of his shoulder straps, cismissed from 
the army and sentenced to twelve years’ im- 
pr-sonment. 

The views of the commission are best set 
forth in their owm woris: 

‘‘Deplorable as war is, the one in which we 
are now was unavoilable by us. We 
were attacked by a bold, adventurous and an- 
thurlastic army. No alternative was left to 
us except ignominous retreat. 

‘Tt is not to be conceived of that any Amer-

ican would have 


Manila to the insurgents. Our obligations’ to 
other nations and to the friendly Filipinos and 
to ovrselves and our fag demanded that force 
should be met with force. Whatever the fu- 
t of the Philippines may be, there is no 
couree open to us now except the prosecution 
of the war uuntll the insurgents are reduced to 
submission. The commission is of the opinion 
that there has been no time since the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish squairon by Admiral Dewey 
when it was possible to withdraw our forces 
from the islands either with honor to ourselves 
or with safety to the inhabitants.’’ 

After the most thorough study of the peo- 
Pleas of the archipelago the commission re- 
ported, among other ings: 

“lheir lack of education and political ex- 
perience, combined with their racial and lin- 
guistic diversities, disqiaiify them, in spite 
of their mental gifts and domestic virtues, to 
undertake the task of governing the archipel- 
ago at the present time. The most that can 
be expected of them is to co-operate with the 
Americans in the administration of genera] af- 
fairs, from Manila as a center, +nd to under- 
take, subject to American control or guidance 
(as may be found necessary) the administra- 
tion of provincial and municipal affairs. * * ® 

Ehould our power by any fatality be with- 
drawn, the commission believes that the gov- 
eri ment of the Philippines would speedily lapse 
into anarchy, which would excuse, if it did 
not necessitate the intervention of other pows 
ers, and the eventual division of the islands 
anong them. Only through American occu- 
pation, therefore, is the idea of a free, sclf- 
governing and united Philippine commonwealth 
at conceivable. * « »® 

‘Thus the welfare of the Filipinos coincides 
with the dictates of national honor in for- 
bidding our abandonment of the archipelago. 
We cannot from any point of view escape the 
responsibilities of government which our sov- 
erelgnty entails; and the commission is strong- 
ly pursuaded that the performance of our na- 
tional duty will prove the greatest blessing to 
the people of the Philippine islands.”’ 


His Recall of Commission. 


Satisfied that nothing further could be accom- 
plished in pursuance of their mission until the 
rebellion was Suppressed, and desiring to place 
before the congress the result of their obser- 
vations, I requested the commission to return 
to the United States. Their most intelligent 
and comprehensive report was submitted to 
congress. 

In March, 1900, believing that the insur- 
rection was practically ended and earnestly 
desiring to promote the establishment of a 
stable government in the archipelago, I ap- 
pointed the following civil commission: 

Hon. William H. Taft. of Ohio; Professor 
Dean C. Worcester, of Michigan; Hon. Luke 
I. Wright, of Tennessee: Hon. Henry C. Ide, 
of Vermont, and Hon. Bernard Moses, of Cal- 
ifornia. My inatructions to them contained the 
following: 


“You (the secretary of war) witil instruct the 
commission © * * to devote their attention 
in the first instance to the establishment of 
municipal governments in which the ndtives 
of the islands, both in the cities and in the 
rural communities, shall be afforded the op- 
portunity to Managg their own local affairs 
to the fullest extent of which they are capable, 
and subject to the least degree of supervision 
and control which a careful study of their ca- 
pacities and observation of the workings of 
native control show to be consistent with the 
maintenance of law, order and loyalty * * ® 
Whenever the commission is of the opinion that 
the condition of affairs in the islands is such 
that the control administration may safely 
be transferred from military to civil control they 
will report that conclusion to you (the secre-

“That no person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty or property without due process of 
law; that private property shall not be taken 
for public use without just compensation; that 
in all criminal. prosecutions the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, 
to be informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusation, to be confronted with the wit- 
nesses against him, to have compulsory pro- 
cesa for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and 
to have the assistance of counsel for his de- 
fense; that excessive bail shall not be required, 
nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and un- 
usual punishment inflicted; that no person shall 
be put twice in jeopardy for the same offense, 
or be compelled in any criminal case to he 
a witness against himself; that the right to 
be secure against unreasonable searches and 
seizures shall not be violated; that neither 
slavery nor inVoluntary servitude shall exist cx- 
cept as a punishment for crime; that no bill

‘It will be the duty of the commission to pro- 
mote and extend, and, 
to improve, the system of education already in- 
augurated by the military authorities. In doing 
this they should regard as of first importance 
the extension of a system of primary educa- 
tion which shall be free to all, and which shall 
tend to fit the people for the duties of citi- 
zenship, and for the ordinary avocations of a 
civilized community. © * * Especial attention 
should be at once given to affording full op- 
portunity to all the people of the islands to 
acquire the use of the English language. © ® ® 

“Upon all officers and employees of the 
United States, both civil and military, should 
be impressed a sense of the duty to observe, 
not merely the material but the personal and 
social rights of thé people of the islands, and 
to treat them with the same courtesy and re- 
spect for their personal dignity which the 
people of the United States are accustomed to 
require from each other. 

‘The articles of capitulation of the city of 
Manila, on the 13th of August, 1898, concluded 
with these words: 

“ "This city, its inhabitants, its churches, 
and religious worship, ite educational establish- 
ments and its private property of all descrip- 
tions, are placed under the special safeguard of 
the faith and honor of the American army.’ 

‘‘I believe that this pledge has been faithfully 
kept. As high and sacred an obligation rests 
upon the government of the United States to 
give protection for property and -life, civil 
and religious freedom, and wise, firm and un- 
selfish guidance in the paths of peace and pros- 
perity to all the people of the Philippines 
islands. I charge this commission to labor for 
the full performance of this obligation, which 
concerns the honor and conscience of their 
country, in the firm hope that through their 
labors all the inhabitants of the Philippine 
islands may come to look back with gratitude 
to the day when God gave victory to American 
arms at Manila and set their Jand under the 
sovereignty and the protection of the people of 
the Tinited States.’’ 

That all might share? in the regeneration of 
the islands and participate in their govern- 
ment, I directed Gen: al MacArthur, the mil- 
itary governor of the Philippines, to issne a 
proclamation of amnesty, which contained 
among other statements the following: 

‘‘Manila, P. I., June 21, 4+900.—By direc- 
tion of the president of the United States, the 
undersigned announces amnesty with complete 
immunity for the past and absolute liberty of 
action for the futuré, to all persons who are 
now, or at any time since February 4, |&99, 
have been in insu tion against the United 
States in either.a™ itary or civil capacity, 
and who shall, within a pertod of ninety days 
from the date hereof, formally renounce all con- 
nection with such insurrection and subacribe 
to a declaration acknowledging and accept- 
ing the sovéreignty and authority of the United 
States in and over the Philippine islands. The 
privilege herewith published is extended to all 
concerned without any reservation whatever, 
‘excepting that persons who have violated the 
laws of war during the period of active hostil!- 
ties are not embraceii within the scope of this 
amnesty. ” 

‘In order to mitigate as much as possible 
consequences resulting from the various dis- 
turbances which since 1896 have succeeded each 
other so rapidly, and to provide in some meas- 
uré for destitute Filipino soldiers during the 
transitory period which must inevitably suc- 
ceed a general peace, the military authorities 
of the United States will pay thirty pesos 
to each man who presents a rifle in good con- 
dition.”’ 

Under their instructions the commission, 
composed of representative Americans of differ- 
ent sections of the country and from different 
political parties, whose character «nd ability 
guarantee the most faithful intelligence and 
patriotic service, are now laboring to establish 
stable government under civil control, in which 
the inhabitants shall participate, giving them 
opportunity to demonstrate how far they are 
prepared for self-government. 


He Quotes from the Report. 

This commission, under date of August 2!, 
1900, makes an interesting report, from which 
I quote the following extracts:

Oo greater rate than that in average American 
state wil! give less annoyance and with peace 
will produce reVenues sufficient to pay expenses 
of efficient government, including militia and 
constabulary.’’ They ‘‘are preparing a strin- 
gent civil service law giving equal opportunity 
to Filipinos and Americans with preference for 
former where qualifications are equal, to encer 
at lowest rank and by promotion reach head 
of department. * * * Forty-five miles of rail- 
road extension under negotiation will give ac- 
cess to a large province rich in valuable min- 
erals, a mile high, with strict temperate cli- 
mate. © * * Railroad construction will give 
employment to many and communication will 
furnish market to vast stretches of rich agri- 
cultural lands.’’ 

They report that there are ‘‘calls from all 
parts of the islands for public schools, school 
supplies and English teachers, greater than the 
commission can provide until a comprehensive 
school system is organized. Night schools for 
teaching English to adults are being estab- 
lished in response to popular demand. Na- 
tive children show aptitude in learning Eng- 
lish; Spanish is spoken by a small fraction of 
people, and in a few years the medium of 
communication in the courts, public offices and 
between different.tribes will be English; crea-

This shows to my countrymen what has been 
and is being done to bring the benefits of lib- 
erty and good government to these wards of 
the nation. Every effort has been directed to 
their advancement 
and well being, not for our aggrandizement nor 
for pride of might, not for trade or commerce, 
not for exploitation, but for humanity and civ- 
ilization, and for the protection of the vast 
majority of the population who welcome our 
sovereignty against the designing minority 
whose first demand after the surrender of Ma- 
nila by the Spanish army was to enter the 
city that they might loot it and destroy these 
not in sympathy with their selfish and treach- 
erous designs. 

No Alliance with Insurgents. 

Nobody who will avail himself of the facts 
will longer hold that there was any alliance 
between our soldiers and the insurgents, or 
that any promise of independence was made to 
them. Long before their leader had reached 
Manila they had resolved if the commander of 
the American navy would give them arms 
with which to fight the Spanish army they 
would later turn upon us, which they did mur- 
derously and without the shadow of cause 
or justification. There may be those without 
information, who believe 
that we were in alliance with the insurgents 
and that we assured them that they should 
have independence. To such let me repeat the 
facts. On the 26th of May, 1898, Admiral 
Dewey was instructed by me to make no 
alliance with any party or faction in the 
Philippines that would incur liability to main- 
tain their cause in the future; and he replied 
under date of June 6, 1898: ‘‘Have acted 
accordfng to spirit of department’s instruc- 
tions from the beginning, and have entered 
into no alliance with the insurgents or with 
any faction. This squadron can reduce the de- 
fenses of Manila at any moment, butit Is con- 
sidered useless until the arrival of sufficient 
United States forces to retain possession.’’ In 
the report of the first Phillippines commission, 
submitted on November 2, 1889, Admiral 
Dewey, one of its members, said: 

‘No alliance of any kind was entered into 
with Aguinaldo nor was any promise of in- 
dependence made to him at any time.’’ 

General Merritt arrived in the Philippines on 
July 25, 1898, and a dispatch from Admiral 
Dewey to the governmentgat Washington said: 
‘‘Merritt arrived yesterday. Situation is most 
Manila. The Spanish may eurren- 
der at any moment. Merritt's most difficult 
how to deal with the insur- 
gressive and even threatening toward our 
army.’ Here is revealed the spirit of the 
insurgents as early as July, 1898, before the 
protocol was signed, while we were stil] en- 
gaged in active war with Spain. Even then 
the insurgents were threatening our army. 

On August I3th Manila was captured and of 
this and subsequent events the Philippine com- 
mission says: ‘‘When the city of Manila was 
taken August |[3th, the Filipinos took no part 
in the attack, but came following in with a 
view of looting the city, and were only pre- 
vented from doing so by our forces preventing 
them from entering. Aguinaldo claimed that 
he had the right to occupy the city; he de- 
manded of General Merritt the palace of Mala- 
canan for himself and the cession of all the 
churches of Manila, also that a part of the 
money taken from the Spaniards as epoils of 
war should be given up, and above all that 
he should be given the arms of theSpanish 
prisoners. All these demand@ were refused. 

Generals Merritt, Greene and Anderson, who 
were in command at the beginning of our 
occupation, and until the surrender of Ma- 
nila, state that there was no alliance with the 
insurgents, and no promise to them of Inde- 
pendence. On August 17, 1898, General Mer- 
ritt was instructed that there must be no 
joint occupation of Manila with the insur- 
gents. General Anderson, under date of Febru- 
ary 10, 1900, says that he was present at the 
interview between Admiral Dewey and the in- 
surgent leader and that in this interview Ad- 
miral Dewey made no promises whatever. He 
adds: ‘‘He (Aguinaldo) asked me if my gov- 
ernment was going to recognize his govern- 
ment. I answered that I was there simply in a 
military capacity; that I could not acknowl- 
edge his government because I had no au- 
thority to do so.’”’ 

Would not our adversaries have sent Dewey’s 
fleet to Manila to capture and destroy tha 
Spanish sea power there, or, dispatching it 
tere, would they have withdrawn it after the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet; and if the 
latter, whither would they have directed it to 
sail? Where could it have gone? What port 
in the orient was opened to it? Do our ad- 
versaries condemn the expedition under the 
command of General Merritt to strengthen 
Dewey in the distant ocean and assist in our 
triumph over Spain, with which nation we 
were at war? Was it not our highest duty 
to strike Spain at every vulnerable point, that 
the war might be successfully concluded at the 
earliest practicable thoment?

Could we have come away without dishonor 
at any time after the ratification of the peace 
treaty hy the senate of the United States? 

There has been no time since the destruction 
of the enemy’s fleet when we could or should 
have left the Philippine archipelago. After 
the treaty of peace was ratified no power but 
congress could surrender our sovereignty or 
alienate a foot of the territory thus acquired. 
The congress has not seen fit to do the one 
or the other, and the president had no au- 
thority to do either, if he had been so in- 
clined, which he was not. So Jong as the 
sovereignty remains in us it is the duty of 
the executive, whoever he may be, to uphold 
that sovereignty and if it be attacked to sup- 
press its assailants. Would our political ad- 
versaries do less? 

It has been asserted that there woul 
been no fighting in the Philippines if ae we 
had declared its purpose to give independence 
to the Tagal insurgents.

We are in agreement with 
supported the war with and algo with 
those who counselled th@ @atification of the 
treaty of peace. Upon thes@ two great essential 
steps there can be no issue, and out of these 
came all of our responsibilities. If others 
would shirk the obligations imposed by the 
war and the treaty, we must decline to act 
further with them, and here the issue was 
made. It is our purpose to establish in the 
Philippines a government suitable to the wants 
and conditions of the imhabitants and to pre- 
pare them for self-government, and to give 
them self-government when they are ready f r 
it and as rapidly as they are ready for it. 
That I am aiming to do under my constitu- 
tional. authority, and will continue to do until 
congress shall determine the political status of 
the inhabitants of the archipelago.

If that be not their purpose then it 
should he promptly disclaimed, for only evil 
can result from hopes raised by our oppo- 
nents in the minds of the Filipinos, that witn 
their success at the polls in November there 
will be a withdrawal of our army and of

complete independence of the Tagalog people 
recognized and the powers of government over 
all the other peoples of the archipelago con- 
ferred upon the Tagalog leaders. 

The effect of a belief in the minds of the 
insurgents that this will be done has already 
prolonged the rebellion and increases the nte- 
cessity for the continuance of a large army. 
It is now delaying full peace in the archi- 
pelago and the establishment of civil govern- 
ments, and has influenced many of the insur- 
gents against accepting the liberal terme cf 
amnesty offered by General MacArthur under 
my direction. But for these false hopes, a 
considerable reduction could have been had 
in our military establishment in. the Philip- 
pines, and the realization of a stable govern- 
ment would be already at hand. 

The American people are. asked by our op- 
ponents to yield the sovereignty of the United 
States in the Philippines to a small fraction 
of the population, a single tribe out of eighty 
or more inhabiting the archipelago, a faction 
which wantonly attacked the American troops 
in Manila while in rightful possession under the 
protocol with Spain, awaiting the ratification 
of the treaty of peace by the senate, and 
which has since been in active, open rebellion 
against the United States. We are asked to 
transfer our sovereignty to a small minority 
in the islands without consulting the majority 
and to abandon the largest portion of the pop- 
ulation, which has been loyal to us, to the 
cruelties of the guerrilla insurgent bands. More 
than this, we are asked to protect this minority 
in establishing a government and to this end 
repress al] opposition of the majority. We 
are required to set up a stable government in 
the interest of those who have assailed our 
sovereignty and fired upon our ‘soldiers, and 
then maintain it at any cost or sacrifice against 
its enemies within and against those having 
ambitious designs from without. ‘

We should not yield our title 
while our obligations last. In the language of 
our platform, ‘‘our authority should not be less 
than our responsiblility,’’ and our present re- 
sponsibility is to establish our authority in 
every part of the islands. 


Should Hold and Govern Islands. 


No government can so certainly preserve the 
peace, restore public order, establish law, jus- 
tice and stable conditions as ours. Neither 
congress nor the executive can establish a 
stable government in these islands except und: 
our right of sovereignty, our authority, andl 
our flag. And this we are doing. 

We could not do it as a protectorate power 
so completely or so successfully as we are 
doing it now. As the sovereign power we can 
initiate and shape means to ends, and guide 
the Filipinos to self-development and self- 
government. As a protectorate power we could 
not initiate action, but would be compelled to 
follow and uphold a people with no capacity 
yet to go alone. In the one case we can p?f»>- 
tect both ourselves and 
being involved in dangerous complications; in 
the other we could not pr t even the Fili- 
pinos until after their trouble had come. Be- 
sides, if we cannot establish any government 
of our own without the consent of the governed 
as our opponents contend, then we could not 
establish a stable government for them or 
make ours a protectorate without the like con- 
sent, and neither the majority of the people nor 
a minority of the people have invited us to as- 
sume it. We could not maintain a’ protec- 
torate even with the consent of the governed 
without giving provocation for conflicts and 
possibly costly wars. Our rights in the Phil- 
ippines are now free from outside interference 
and will continue so in our present relations. 
They would not be thus free in any other re- 
lation. We will not give up our own to guar- 
antee another sovereignty. 

Our title ts good. Our peace commissioners 
believed they were receiving a good title when 
they concluded the treaty. The executive pbe- 
lieved it was a good title when he submitted 
it to the senate of the United States for iis 
ratification. The senate Believed it was a good 
title when they gave it their constitutional! 
assent, and the congress seems not to have 
doubted its completeness when they appropri- 
ated $20,000,000 provided by the treaty. If 
any who favored its ratification believed it 
gave us a bad title, they were not sincere. Our 
title is practically identical with that under 
which we hold our territory acquired since 
the beginning of the government and under 
which we have exercised full sovereignty and 
established government for the inhabitants. 

It is worthy of note that no one outside of 
the United States disputes the fullness and in- 
tegrity of the cession. What then is the real 
issue On this subject? Whether it is paramount 
to any other or not, {it is whether we shall be 
responsible for the government of the Philip- 
pines with the sovereignty and authority which 
enables us to guide them to regulated liberty, 
law, safety and progress, or whether we shall 
be responsible for the forcible and arbitrary 
government of a minority without sovereignty 
and authority on our part, and with unly the 
embarrassment of a protectorate which draws 
us into their troubles without the power of 
preventing them. - 

There were those who two years ago were 


rushing us om to war with Spain who are. 


unwilling now to accept its clear consequence, 
as there are those among us who advocated 
the ratification of the treaty of peace, but now 
protest against its obligations. Nations which 
go to war must be prepared to accept its re- 
sultant obligations, and when they make trea- 
ties must kéep them. 

Those who profess to distrust the liberal anJ 
honorable purposes of the administration in 
its treatment of the Philippines are nat justi- 
fied. Imperialism has no place in its creed or 
conduct. Freedom is a rock upon which the 
republican party was builded and now rests. 
Liberty is the ‘great republican doctrine for 
which the ople went to war and for which 
a million lives were offered and billions of 
dollars were expended to make it a lawful 
legacy of ail without the consent of master 
or siave. There is a strain of ill-goncealed 
hypocricy In the anxiety to extend the consttf- 
tutional guarantees to the people of the Philip- 
pines, while their nullification is openly aa- 
voecated at home. r opponents may distrust 
themselves, but they have no right to dis- 
credit the good faith and patriotism of tiie

Indianapolis, Ind., September 9.—The 
national executive board of the United 
Mine Workers of America adjourned 
sine die today without promulgating a 
formal indorsement of the application of 
the miners of the anthracite districts for 
permission to strike. At the close of the 
session President John Mitchell said: 

“There is practically no change in the 
Situation since last night. If the op- 
erators do not meet our demands within 
a given time the strike will be ofdered 
upon the indorsement of Secretary Wil- 
son an§ myself. 

“Whether the time allowed Is five days 
or longer I decline to say. As set out 
in our statement of yesterday, influences 
are at work to bring about a settlement 
without ordering the men to lay down 
their tools. I must again decline to say 
what these influences are for the reason 
that making this information publid 
would at once destroy the effectivoness. 

“If there are any political influences 
at work I know nothing of them, and I 
do not think it has come to the knowl- 
edge of the board members. It would 
be very bad policy for the national offi- 
cers of the mine workers to ask the in- 
tercession of any political party, and this 
most certainiv has not been done. We 
are simply trying to get for the miners 
of our. organization and those not af- 
fillated with us honest wages.”’ 

As soon as he arrived at his office this 
morning President Mitenell sent word to

GLOOMY PICTURE IS DRAWN. 


Galveston Man Shows How His City 
Has Suffered. | 

Indianapolis, Ind., September 9.—D. B. 
Clarkson, of Galveston, Tex., whose. fam- 
ily is probably swept away, was an anx- 
lous inquirer at the Associated Press of- 
fice here tonight. 

Speaking of the flooded city, its loca- 
tion, population, business interests and 
former floods that have inundated the 
city, he said: 


‘Galveston is situated on an island ex- 
tending east and west for twenty-seven 
miles and is seven miles in its greatest 
width north and south. No city could 
be in greater danger with such a horri- 
ble visitation as has now come to Gal- 
veston. In no part of the city, with its 
68,000 population is it more than six feet 
above the sea level. The flat condition 
not only points to the desperation of the 
situation of the people at such a time 
as this, but their danger may be consid- 
ered emphasized when it is Known that 
exactly where the city is built the island 
is only one and one-quarter miies wide. 

‘The bay, or north side of the city, is 
the commercial section with wharves 
stretching along for nearly two miles, 
lined with sheds and large storage 
houses. In that portion of Galveston 
there are three elevators, one of 1,50),- 
000 bushels capacity. one of 1,000,000 and 
the third of 750,000. The island from the 
north side is connected with the main- 
land by railroad bridges and the longest 
wagon bridge in the world, the 
nearly two miles in length. In 1872 the 
entire east end of the city was swept 
away by the tidal wave that followed a 
terrific storm that swept the gulf coast 
for three full days. Then the eastern 
land on which buildings stood was liter- 
ally town away. 

“Tt is on the south side of the city, 
beginning within fifty yards of the me- 
dium gulf tide that the wealthy resi- 
dent portion is located and which was 
the first part of Galveston to be sricken 
by he full force of the recent_storm and 
flood. All the eastern end of the city 
must certainly be washed away, and in 
this quarter, between Broadway and I 
street, some of the handsomest and most 
expensive residences are located. There 
was located there one home which alone 
cost the owner over $1,000,000. Most of 
the residences are frame, but there are 
many stone and brick. n the extreme 
eastern end of the city there are many 
of what we call ‘raised cottages.’ They 
are built on piling and stand from eight 
to ten feet from the ground as a pre- 
caution against floods, it being possible 
for the water to sweep under them.

SUPPRESSING THE TRUTH ABOUT THE CUBAN SCANDALS. 


While the republican ‘newspapers are taking some credtt to themselves 
about the progress of the movement for a constitutional convention _ in 
Cuba—to be held at a time when it may have a good effect upon the pres- 
idential election—the republican senate committee on Cuban affairs is en- 
gaged in suppressing all mention of the scandals which have disgraced the 
American name. 

Nine months ago the country was shocked by the news ef immense de- 
falcations in Cuba, Mr. Neely, appointed te office as the friend of Perry 
Heath, the present head of the national republican press bureau, was 
found to be a defaulter and an embezzler to the tune of half a million. 
Before this discovery was published, he returned to the United States to 
resist all attempt to bring him to punishment. The recreant servant of a 
republican administration, he today enjoys its protection, and defies the 
law. This incident was followed by the uncovering of E. G,. Rathbone, 
the personal corruption manager of Mark Hanna. These two developments 
led to the introduction into the United States senate, by Mr. Bacon, of 
Georgia, of resolutions looking to an investigation of affairs in Cuba, which 
wag bitterly fought by the administration, but which was finally forced to 
passage. Of that committee Senator O. H. Platt, of Connecticut, is chair- 
man. To this day, notwithstanding the insistence of the democratic mem- 
bers, not a single step has been taken, and the matter will be suppressed 
if republican influence can accomplish that result. 

As to the matter for investigation, it was fully set forth by Mr. Bacon 
in his able speech upon that occasion. Ustng the official reports of the war 
department it was shown that of $16,000.000 collected from the Cuban peo- 
ple, over $14,000,000 had been expended for ordinary government purposes. 
In the margin between goverment expenses of equal communities, it was 
shown that from $10,000,000 to $12,000,000 must have gone through chan- 
nels of robbery pure and simple, and that, too, by American officials who 
had hitherto posed as honest. 

Mr. Bacon's speech goes into this matter exhaustively thus: 

In the year one year—there was over $16,000,000 eollected in Cuba and 
over $14,000,000 expended. Now, let, what is the with reference ta 

the states of the union of equal and zr eater size than Cuba andof larger affairg 
than Cuba. I begin with mv state. with Aver 2,000,000 it{nhabitanfgs, with 
wealth largely superior in amount to that of Cuba, with a perfectly organized 
system of government in all its ramifications, and the fact is that in the year 
Iss the entire total expenditure of the state of Georgia on all accounts Was 
$2,900,000: and of that $1,375,000 was spent for education and $653,000 was spent 
for pensions for confederate sdldiers, leaving for the entire current expenses 
of the state, including the payment of interest on its public debt, the amount of 
$872.000 as the expense, compared with over $14,000,000 in Cuba. 

To make that statement entirely correct, I will call attention to 


the fact that one item which I have deducted from the expense of 
running the state of Georgia, towit, the item of education, is one 
which has some part in the expenditure in Cuba, but what is exactly 
the amount spent for ‘‘education’’ we cannot tell from the fact that it 
is mixed with the expenditure for ‘‘justice,’’ and stated in one item 
as an expenditure for “justice and public instruction.” The entire 
item for ‘‘justice and public instruction’’ is $789,897.29, so that if 
you credit the entiré amount to ‘‘education’’ in Cuba and allow none 
of it as having been expended for ‘‘justice,’” there would still be over 
thirteen and a half million dollars expended in Cuba for the govern- 
ment of Cuba as against $872,000 in Georgia for the government of 
Georgia. It is to be noted that what is meant by the term “public in- 
struction” in Cuba is left in doubt in view of recent developments.

these figures present, Mr. Bacon made every possible allowance so as to 
favor the Cuban budget. For instance, municipal expenses and county ex- 
penses do not appear in a statement of state expenditures. But this criti- 
cism will not avail. because.if we déducted 50 per cent from the Cuban ex- 
penditures on account of these allegeg expenses which not appear as 
state expenditures, we would still have $7,000,000 as the cost of running 
the Cuban government outside of the other $7,000,000 thus put out of the 
calculation in making the comparison between the amounts expended in 
Cuba and the amounts expended in either of the states. And even if thus re- 
duced to $7,000,000 the Cuban expenditure would be several times relative- 
ly as great as the expenditure of any state in the union. But while this de- 
duction of 50 per cent is thus suggested for the sake of the argument, no 
one can for a moment believe that that percentage, or anything approxi- 
mating it, should be allowed in the estimate, This can never be accurate- 
ly ascertained except by a thorough investigation. The ascertained fact : 
stands that for the government of Cuba, with a population of little over 
a million, there has been expended in the year 1899 over $14,000,000. 

The showing was so complete, t he discrepancy between legitimate ex- 
penditure and extravagance wag so apparent, that a republican senate 
was forced to order an investigation. Of course this duty was imposed up- 
on a committee controlled by themselves, of which Senator Platt was chair- 
man. As the result would be unfavorable to the republican cause, Senator 
Platt, like a stanch party man, has had rheumatism of the intellect ‘ever 
since. and not a step has been taken in the premises. 

The Constitution would have a perfect right to draw attention to this 
matter for party advantage, if it desired to do so, but we believe that 
there are some things higher than party, and that is our country. To the 
Cuban there is neither democrat nor republican, but American. For the 
misdeeds of one, all must suffer alike, and hence the preservation of the 
good name of the country becomes a matter of the first importance. The 
rascality of one or two men might be passed by as the actg of individuals, 
but when the whole mass is permeated there can be no escape. No) news- 

papers exploited Spanish official cor ruption more than did those of the 
United States. The fact that a government which was supported by one

INTERESTING GOSSIP FROM 
THE FEDERAL CAPITAL 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, September 9.—(Special.)— 
Now that Mr. Bryan has had the temer- 
ity to question the prevalence of a high 
order of general prosperity, as he did in 
his speech at Wheeling, we may ex- 
pect to find the old cry that he is a “‘ca- 
lamity howler’’ raised against him. 

So far during this campaign the office 
of calamity howler has been held by the 
secretary of the treasury, who has used 
his position as a government official in 
a desperate effort to create a panic 
among the business men of the country, 
hoping they would be induced thereby 
to support the republican ticket. The 
republican organs which devoted so much 
of their space four years ago to upbralid- 
ing the democrats for suggesting that 
no good could come from republican leg- 
islation. have been very silent up to 
now on this subject, for they necessarily 
realized that the calamity cry was re- 
stricted to their own camp. Now, how- 
ever. that Mr. Bryan has suggested that 
prosperity is not as all pervasive as 
the republicans have been preaching, 
these organs will doubtless open up their 
tirade again on the old lines. 


So far the republican campaign, espe- 
clally among the laboring men, has been 
based upon the assumption that every 
mother’s son in this country is enjoying 
a high order of prosperity; that he has 
a “full dinner pail,’’ and ought, there- 
fore. be happy. All the blessings that 
have come to this country from what- 
ever source—whether through ill fortune 
in other parts of the world or for any 
other reason—have been charged up to 
the credit of the McKinley administration. 

It is true that high prices prevailed 
during a portion of the time since Presi- 
dent McKinley took his seat in the white 
house and people have _ profited 
while others have not. From a number 
of different sources, however, come indi- 
cations that the boom {s already on the 
wane. 

Two or three years ago, when the price 
of pig iron, owing to a generally limited 
supply and the necessity for stocking 
up, soared skyward, the republicans howl- 
ed with delight. They said that business 
was regulated by the price of pig iron; 
that when this was up everything else 
was up. and times were good. In this ar- 
gument they ignored, of course, their con- 
tention that low prices make good busi- 
ness, which was their main argument 
in 1896; but that’s another question.

Since then. however, the price of pig 
iron has been going steadily downward. 
It is now very much lower that it has 
been {n months, and I am told by those 
familiar with the industry that another 
cut may be made in the very near fu- 
ture. A gentleman who is perhaps as 
well posted on the iron industry as any 
other man in America told me yesterday 
that the furnaces in the Birmingham dis- 
trict are piling up iron in their yards 
to the very limit, in the hope that by 
doing this a further cut in the price may 
be avoided. The same is true, he says, 
throughout the country. He made the 
prediction that they would not be able 
to do this much longer and that one of 
two things must result in the very near 
future: Ejther the price must be cut or 
the furnaces will have to be shut down. 
He referred to the fact that the Virginia 
Iron. Coal and Coke Company had re- 
cently been compelled to close down its 
furnaces at Bristol, Va.: BEmbreville, 
Tenn... and Middlesborough, Ky., and said 
that many other furnaces tn both the 
southern and northern regions would 
doubtless have been shut down by this 
time except for the desire on the part of 
their owners to keep them going unt) 
after the election. 

Now. I do not care to be considered a 
calamity howler, but in view of these 
facts it doesn’t: seem to me that there 
is anything like assurance of continued 
“full dinner pails’’ to the iron workers 
under a continuance of the McKinley ad- 
ministration. The republicans have ab- 
solute control of all branches of the gov- 
ernment. If they desire to take to them- 
selves credit for the high prices which 
prevailed for a time in the iron market 
or for the high price which wheat brought 
for a time in the west, they must assume 
the responsibility for the constant slump 
in the iron market, which, according to 
their own statements, is the criterion by 
which to judge the conditions of business 
in general. 


A prominent southern banker who pass- 
ed through here the other night on his 
way to his home after spending some time 
in the east, said to me: “I voted for Mc- 
Kinley in 189% and I think I shall vote 
for him again this year, but I am firmly 
convinced that Bryan is going to be elect- 
ed. I have come to this conclusion after 
my talks with business men from New 
York and other eastern cities. The change 
from 189% is marvelous. Men who four 


years agp were afraid of Bryan are now ' 


praising his conservatism and predicting 
his election. I have not brought myself 
to sav I will vote for him, but I believe 
he is going to be elected.”’ 

Another southerner who talked very 
much in the same strain is a prominent 
corporation attorney who, Mke the bank- 
er, has been spending his time in the 
east. “I don’t know what is going to be 
the result of the election,” said he, “but 
I do know this, that if you could just get 
those western fellows who are in doubt 
to spend a little while in the east, they 
would all go back for Bryan. I am an 
example of this thing. I voted for Mc- 
Kinley in 189%, but I am going to vote 
for Bryan now, for I am convinced that 
all the legislation the republican party 
is in the interest of those fellows in 
the east who contro] that party. I am 
convinced that the legislation is vitally 
wrong which will enrich one section of 
the country to the detriment of all other 
sections, and I believe that is just what 
republican legislation is doing. As I said, 
I am going to vote for Bryan, for I know 
he is honest_and I believe his administra- 
tion would be for the benefit of the en- 
tire country.”

OPEN THIS MORNING 


At 8:30 O'Clock 13,000 Children Will 
* Begin the New Term. 


SCHOOLS TAXED TO UTMOST 


Many New Grades Have Been Added, 
but It Is Feared Not Enough. 


‘ 
EVERYTHING IS READY FOR THE OPENING 


Teachers and Scholars Have Enjoyed 
the Vacation and Will Commence 
New Term Greatly Refreshed. 


On this, the first day of the new school 
term, over 13,000 children will enter the 
public schools of Atlanta. Over 3,000 of 
this number are new scholars who have 
never attended the school before. Every- 
thing has been made ready for their recep- 
tion and the opening day will be as per- 
fect as any through the term. 

In accordance with a new system which 
has only recently been introduced into 
the local school system, al] new scholars 
and those not regularly promoted repair- 
ed to their respective schools last Friday 
for the examination they were compelled 
to stand before being allowed to enter. 

Most of the teachers worked with the 
new scholars and those not promoted all 
day, and completed most of the examina- 
tions. Some were so crowded it was im- 
possible to complete the course, and those 
who were not examined last Friday will 
be examined this morning. 

The superintendent's office has been 
crowded with applicants during the last 
few weeks. The corps of clerks employed 
for the purpose have been busy filling out 
admission tickets, and supplying medical 
certificates. There were a large number 
of applicants for admission to the first 
grades, and many of these needed medical 
certificates. as they were not admitted to 
school without having first been vaccli- 
nated. 

There are twenty-five schools in the 
city, no¢ including the night school for 
young men, All of the schools have been 
opened and renovated, and this morning 
will be as fresh and bright as school 
rooms usually are. 

The janitors of the respective schools 
have called at the superintendent's office 
for the purpose of getting the supplies 
used by the scholars. Chalk, ink, erasers 
and blackboard supplies have been in de- 
mand. Ail supplies were kept in the su- 
perintendent’s office storeroom, and the 
janitors secured what they desired. 

Examination of scholars who were not 
examined last Friday will be conducted 
this morning. They are supposed to make 
a certain average in their studies. If this 
is not done they must stand the examina- 
tion specified for the next lower grade. 

The seating capacity of all the schools 
will be taxed. It is feared all scholars will 
not be accommodated despite the fact 
several new grades have been added to 
different schools, and the boundries rear- 
ranged, 

The old scholars will be entitled to first 
consideration. Their seats in the rooms 
are assured, and the new scholars will be 
received according to the date and num- 
ber of their admission tickets. 

A full corps of teachers have beq@p care- 
fully selected, and after the vacation of 
three months during the heated term and 
the recent fine léctures supplied by the 
board of education, they express them- 
selves as anxious to resume their duties. 

The new features, including the addl- 
tion of the manual training course and 
the commercial course introduced into the 
Boys’ High school, will be taken up this 
morning. These new features are of im- 
portance and the teachers think will be a 
great addition to the already excellent 
course. 

The musical features of the public 
school course is also of great value. This 
has been in existence for several years 
and proved so popular with the teachers 
and scholars. it has been rendered more 
interesting than formerly by being broad- 
ened. 

The board of education is gratified at 
the bright outlook for a successful schoo] 
term this year, with a large attendance. 


GOOD TIMES IN OLD HOUSTON. 


Collections Kine on Account of Ad- 
vance in Price of Cotton. 

Fort Valwy. Ga., September 9.—(Special.) 
The banks. stockholders and merchants 
who do a general eredit business say that 
they have never known collections to be 
better than this season. Many of the 
farmers. on account of the high price be- 
ing paid for cotton, are settling their ob- 
ligations before maturity. 

Fort Valley is enjoying a season of un- 
usual prosperity. The cotton season al- 
ways brings about the circulation of con- 
siderable money, but in addition to that 
this year all of the manufacturing en- 
terprises here are running on full time 
and their weekly-pay rolls augments the 
cash trade considerably. 

The cotton crop fs being rapidly gath- 
ered and if the dry weather continues 
nearly the entire crop will be marketed 
before the end of this month.

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BAKER'S PETITION 
DENIED BY JUDGE. 


Trial for Insanity Will Not Be Allowed 
by Court. 


TWO AFFIDAVITS ARE GIVEN 


Physicians Swore That the Condemn- 
ed Man Was Insane. 


JUDGE CANDLER GIVES AN OPINION 


Cites the Law Bearing on the Case 
To Sustain His Adverse Action 
Upon the Petition. 


> 


Judge John S. Candler has refused to 
summon a jury of inquisition for the 
trial of James L. Baker, now under sen- 
tence of death for klling his wife. 

The petition for a jury of inquisition 
was that of Mrs. M. J. Sears, the next 
friend of the condemned man. Affidavits 
were produced from local physicians de- 
claring Baker to be of unsound mina. 

With this evidence before him, Judge 
Candler began his invesugations. In re- 
fusing the inquisition he gave the fol- 
lowing opinion: 


In the superior court of Fulton county, spring 
term, 1900, J. L. Baker was indicted, tried, 
convicted and sentenced to death@for the mur- 
der of his wife. A motion for new tial was 
m@de, the principal ground of said motion be- 
ing that at the time of the commission of the 
offense, and for many years previous thereto, 
the defendant was and had been Insane and ir- 
Tesponsible for his acts. Insanity was not of- 
fered on the trial of the defendant as a ground 
of defense. Affidavits of a number of wit- 
nesses were offered on the hearing of the motion 
for a new trial before this court to the effect 
that the defendant was not of sound mind 
from his childhood up to the commission of the 
act in question. The state offered many affi- 
davits in opposition to those offered by the 
defendant. After carefully considering all of 
the evidence for and against the defendant, this 
court held that the evidence was not sufficient 
to show that the defendant was not respon- 
sible for his acts, and refused the motion 
for a new trial on the grounds offered. To 
the order overruling this motion a bill of ex- 
ceptions was tendered and duly signed. The 
case was carried to the supreme court, and on 
the [Oth day of July, 1900, that court de- 
livered an opinion sustaining the judgment of 
this court and affirming the same on each 
and all of the grounds taken. 

The defendant was resentenced to death, 
the day of execution being fixed for the 22d 
day of August, 1900. On the 20th of Au- 
gust, W. M. Curtls, as a practicirfg physician, 
made an affidavit before W. H. Bowen, a 
notary public of Fulton county, to the effect 
that he had seen and examined the said J. L. 
Baker, and that in his opinion Baker was at 
that time of unsound mind, and in such men- 
tal condition thaf the question of his sanity 
should be tried before a jury under the terms 
of the law. This affidavit, it will be noticed, 
only refers to his then present condition. This 
affidavit, with an additional one from Dr. 
Marion Hull, the last, of date September the 
4th, 1900, was presented to me as an exhibit 
to the petition now being passed upon. A 
careful exaniination of the petition and the 
affidavits will show that all are silent on the 
question as to when the insanity arose. There 
is no effort whatever made to show that the 
defendant, Baker, has become insane since his 
trial, conviction and sentence. It is claimed 
that he is insane now, but there is no intima- 
tion in either that this insanity has arisen 
since his conviction. Neither undertake to say 
that there is any difference in Baker's mental 
condition now from what it was before his 
conviction. 


An Old Law Quoted. 


In the act of the General assembly approved 
December 23, 1833, reforming, amending an4 
consolidating the penal laws of this state, sec- 
tion 344, I find the following: ‘“‘If after any 
convict shall have feen sentenced to the pun- 
ishment of death he shall become insane, the 
sheriff of the county, with the concurrence and 
assistance of the inferior court thereof, shall 
summon a jury of twelve man to inquire into 
such insanity; and if it be found by the inqui- 
sition of such jury that such convict is insane 
the sheriff shall suspend the execution of the 
sentence directing the death of such convict, 
and make report of said inquisition and sus- 
pension of execution to the presiding judge of 
the district, who shall cause the same to be 
entered on the minutes of the superior court 
of the county where the conviction was had.” 
The law further provides that thereafter, when- 
evgr it should appear to the judge, by inquist- 
tion or otherwise, that the convict’s mind was 
restored that he should have him brought be- 
fore him and should resentence him to death. 
This was the law without change, and is to 
be found in every digest of the laws published 
till the code of 1860, when by the codifiers it 
was placed therein just as it was first enacted 
In 1833. When the inferior court was abol- 
ished for the several counties in this state, the 
ordinary was substituted for said court,, and 
with this slight change the law remained as 
originally enacted until 1897, when a bill with 
the following title was passed amending the 
original act: 

“An act to amend section No. 1047 of the 
Penal Code of Georgia, which provides for 
the trial of convicts who have been sentenced 
to death, and who have become insane sub- 
sequent to conviction, so as to make the ques- 
tion of insanity triable in the superior court, 
and how the same shal! be tried, and to provide 
that in the event the convict be found sane 
he shall. be entitled to no other trial as to 
his sanity, and to provide for a special session 
of said court to try such issue.”’ 

This act provides for the inquisition to be 
made by a stricken jury of twelve from a list 
of twenty-four, which twenty-four: shall be 
drawn from the jury box of the county by the 
judge of the superior court. The law further 
changes the original act by providing for the 
judge of the superior court to preside over such 
inquisition, and that from the finding of the 
Jury there shall be no new trial. It will be 
seen from the title to this bill that the leg- 
islature of this state has comstrued the orig- 
inal act to be applicable only in cases where 
the convict has become insane after sentence. 
The original act of 1833, as will be seen by 
reference to the marginal note of Oliver H. 
Prince, the author of the digest in which I 
find the act, was an act to provide for the 
stay of execution tn case of a defendant be- 
coming insane after conviction. I think it is 
clear that the Intent of the legislature in the 
original and subsequent acts was to provide 
only for cases of emergency arising after 
sentence. I think this construction was also 
put upon this statute by the supreme court in 
the case of Bpann against the State, 47 Ga., 
549. There they speak of it as applicable to 
cases of convicts becoming insane. In the 
opinion of McCay, judge, he says: ‘‘It is not 
pretended that the verdict does not conclude 
all inquiry as to the insanity of the prisoner 
at the time of the act done and at the trial.” 


Would Have Ignored Claim. 


I think, however, even if the petition, or 
either affidavit, in this case met the condition 
of the law and alleged that Baker had become 
insane since the conviction, that it would be 
my duty to disregard such claim. The defend- 
ant, in his motion for a new trial, naving in- 
sisted upon his insanity previous to the com- 
mission of the act, and at its commission, 
should now be stopped from claiming that he 
has become insance since conviction. Such 
position would be inconsistent with the former 
claim, and to allow it would be to encourage 
dilatory tactics and interminable delay in the 
administration of justica It seems to me to 
allow such would be trifling with the law. 

If, however, I am wrong on the first two 
propositions, then I think it is unquestionably 
true that the allowing of the Inquisition sought 
by this petition is a question that at most only 
appeals to the discretion of the court. 

In the case of Spann just cited, McCay, judge, 
says: ‘The whole proceeding is merely a stay 
of execution and is based rather upon the public 
will and a sense of propriety than on any 
right in the prisoner.”’ P 

From the report of the jury of tnquisition as 
provided for in the original act, there was no 
appeal. The right of certiorari from its re- 
port was first questioned in the case cited, but 


was in the later cage of Carr vs. the State, 
98 Ga., page 89, decided not to exist. The 
court in this case holding that ‘“‘the writ of 
certiorari does not Iie from the finding of a 
jury summoned under section 4666 of the 
code (now 1047 of 3d vol. code 1895) to in- 
quire into the sanity of a person who has been 


convicted of a capital offense and sentenced to | 


be executed, and who its alleged to have be- 
come insane after such conviction. Proceedings 
under this section are in the nature of an 
inquisition and are not judicial in character; 
and there is no provision of law for reviewing 
the same.’’ To this judgment Atkinson, judge, 
dissented, but the legislature of 1897, in the 
amending act cited, settled the question abso- 
lutely by providing that there should be no 
other trial allowed. In the opinion in this 
case Lumpkin, judga said that the majority 
of the court agreed with the view taken by 
Judge McCay in the Spann case, ‘“‘that the 
whole proceeding is rather an inquiry based on 
public propriety and decemcy than upon any 
right of the prisoner.’’ He says further in 
that’ opinion, as throwing light upon the firat 
proposition stated in this judgment, that it 
may be that the whele subject needs legisla- 
tion. If in the wisdom of the general assem- 
bly it ig deemed advisable that there should 
be a judicial investigation as to the mental 
condition of one who has been legally con- 
victed and sentenced to déath, and who is 
alleged to have subsequently become insane, 
proper provision should be made for holding 
and conducting such an investigation under 
legal rules and with appropriate procedure. The 
next general assembly, acting in the light of 
this opinion, did provide for a judicial inqui- 
sition, but expressly provided that from this 
inquisition there should be no appeal, and in 
no sense changed the law which did not al- 
low such inquisition excépt upon an allega- 
tion that the defendant had become insane 
after trial, conviction and sentence. 


The Legislature Provided. 


The legislature had, previous to this, made 
provision for the trial of pleas of insanity al- 


trial, and upon the trial of ‘such a plea evi- 
dence of previous insanity may be offered. The 
law of this state also provides that where in- 
sanity is alleged to have existed at the time 
of the commission of the act, that such insan- 
ity may be pleaded as a defense. 

For the reasons herein stated, I do not think 
the allegations in the petition. and affidavits 
are sufficient. I think further that if they 
were sufficient, that the defendant having al- 
ready put in issue his insanity at the time of 
the commission of the act, having solemnly 
before this court, by his counsel, claimed in- 
sanity to have existed at the trial and pre- 
vious thereto, is estopped from now saying 
that it has arisen since the trial. Believing 
further that under our law the granting by 
the trial judge of this inquisition by a jury 
under his supervision is entirely discretionary, 
and having myself fully inquired into this 
man’s mental condition from his childhood 
up to the present time, having considerg@i evi- 
dence from many of his business associates 
and intimates covering ewery period of his 
life, being fully informed as to all the details 
of the commission of the crime for which he 
has been sentenced to death, ‘‘I see nothing in 
it to prevent a case where it is a violation 
of a proper sense of propriety or a proper con- 
sideration for those on whom God has laid 
His afflicting hand to allow the sentence of 
the law to take its course.’’ 

The inquisition asked is refused.

Decision of Appraisers in Con- 
demnation Case Is Interesting, 


COMPENSATION 10 BE ISSUE 


Power Company Will Appeal on the 
Ground That Amount Is Not 
Sufficient—Complete Decis- 


ion of Three Assessors 
Is Given. 


The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany will appeal from the decision of the 
three arbitrators in the condemnation pro- 
ceedings on the question of the amount 
which they decided was to be paid by the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. The 
question of compensation is the only one 
on which the power company will take is- 
sue with the arbitrators, 

In their decision the arbitrators go ful- 
ly into the question of exclusive rights to 
certain streets and that portion of the 
document which treats with this matter 
is of pecullar interest. Many of the con- 
tentions of the counsel of the power com- 
pany are sustained in the awards of dam- 
age made-by the appraisers. 

Captain Anderson, in speaking of the 
matter, said the power company had nev- 
er claimed an exclusive right to all the 
streets of Atlanta. ‘‘The impression that 
we made such a contention is erroneous,”’ 
said he. ‘‘We do contend, and are practi- 
cally sustained jn the decision of the as- 
that we have an exclusive right 
to the streets occupied by the old Peters 
company. This right under the constitu- 
tion of 1877 can be revoked by the legisla- 
ture in such a manner that no injustice 
will result to the corporators or cred- 
itors.’’

notice having been given to the parties, ind 
gpections of the property mentioned In the con- 
aemration proceedings were made, meetings 
were held and testimony both oral and docu¢ 
mentary was taken as set out in a report 
thereof in writing, identified by the approval 
and signatures of the assessors entered thereon 
and sent up herewith as part of the record 
in said proceedings. 

After the conclusion of the testimony, elab- 
orate briefs of argument and authorities were 
furnished to the assessurs by the attorneys for 
the respective parties. 

After a careful consideration of the evidence 
produced and the argument and authorities 
furnished, the assessors devoted several days 
to the consideration of the controversy and 
have arrived at the following conclusions and 
base the following award thereon. 

For a proper constteration of the case sub- 
mitted to the assessors, and for a complete un- 
derstanding of what was asked for and granted 
to the street railroads in the early part of tha 
year 1863, it instructive to inquire intg 
the situation as it existed at the time, and it 
is, in our opinion, permissible to take con- 
nizance of the political and judicial history of 
the state as illustrative of the intention of the 
con pany and of the conduct of the legislature 
and of the municipal government of the city 
of Atlanta in seeking tq,arrive at what wag 
granted to the street dient company by its 
charter approved Fe®ruary 22, 1866. 

Less than a year preceding the date of this 
charter, the country had emerged from a wart 
which left in its tracks almost complete deso- 
lation in this section of Georgia, and a com 
plete disruption and almost paralysis of busi- 
ness enterprise. 

Atlanta was then a weak and struegiing 
community. Without going into details, it wad 
trving to rehabilitate itself as a city, and it 
requires no stretch of the imagination to say’ 
that almost everythirg within its borders was 
experimental. ‘ 

Up to that time, and for a period lator, no 
street cat wheels had ever turned within its 
limits, and it is a matter of doubt as ta 
whether or not a street car company had ever 
been operated in this state. It must necesrar. 
ily have been a question of doubt as to wheth- 
er or not a transportation company of this kind 
or character would be cre of profit or one of 
exréeriment aml complete loss, 

In this situation of affairs, a number of cit4 
izers made application t6 the legislature for 
a charter asking that they might be incorporat- 
ed and that they might have exclusive right 
to operate a street rallway system in all the 
streets of the cfy of Atlanta upon the ap- 
proval of the city council. 

At this period, and subsequent thereta for a 
number of years, the legislative history of the 
state shows that there was every tendency and 
desire to encourage public improvaments by 
the most active public aid in the way of granta 
of extensive privileges, and even to the extent 
of financial aid to transportation companies. 
As for instance the grant by the state of rail- 
road charters to all who might ask for them, 
with the most liberal franchises possible to be 
granted and with the financial indorsement of 
the stata of the bonds of rallway companies. 

In this situation and amid these surround- 
ings the legislature granted to the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company the franchise neces- 
sary for the operation of a strect railway sys” 
tem, and included in the grant. exclusive right: 
to all the streets of Atlanta upon the approval 
of the city authorities. 


Exclusive Right Question. 


Subsequent to the grant of this charter, the 
Atlunta Street Rallroad Company organized 
and obtained from the city authorities consent 
to the building of etreet railway lines in all 
the streets of Atlanta, and thereupon the street 
railroad company undertook to survey, lay out, 
corstruct, equip, use and employ street rail- 
rcads in some of the streets of Atlanta. The 
part of the street railroad now under consider« 
ation being a part thereof. 

On the 26th day of August, 1872, the general 
arsembly passed an act incorporating the West 
End and Atlanta Street Railroad Company, 
and by the third section of that act granted ta 
the new company all the powers and privileges 
of the Atlanta Street Railroad Company, sub- 
ject to the same Iimitations and restrictions. 

This latter company manifasted a desire to 
construct a street railroad in the city of At- 
lanta, and thereupon a bill was filed by the 
first company praying for an injunction and 
setting up its exclusive right to occupy all 
the streets of the city of Atlanta, as a reasom 
for a denial to the other company of any righe 
to proceed to construct its street railways 
therein.

to show that there was any attempt or inten- 
tion on the part of the second company to 
use any street property or franchise then in the 
actual possession or operation of the Atlanta 
Street Railroad Company. 

At the time that the Atlanta Street Rail- 
road charter was granted, there was a general 
aw on the statute book, to be found in sec- 
tion 1681 of the code of 1863 (section 1880 of 
the civil code of 1895) to the effect that, ‘‘In 
all caves of private charters hereinafter grant- 
ed, the state reserves the right to withdraw 
the franchise uniess such right Is expressly 
negetived in the charter.”’ 

The supreme court of Georgia, in the case 
referred to and reported in 49th Ga. I51, set- 
tled the following proposition: 

1. That the Atlanta Street Railroad Company 
did not have under ‘ts charter the uncondi- 
tioral exclusive right +o construct railroads 
in all the streets of Atlanga. { 

2. That under its charter it did have tha 
unconditional exclusive right io construct roads 
in such streets of Atlanta as it should survey, 
lay out, construct, equip, use and employ, 
subject to the approval of the city council first 
had and obtained before the werk was coma 
meneced, 

3. That the act granting ihe charter of the 
Atlanta and West End Railroad Company re- 
pealed the exclusive feature of the charter of 
the Atlanta Street Railroad Company ul! 
the streets, and limited it to the streets oc- 
cupied by the consent of council, and thus let 
in the cther road to the same rights as tq 
strects not occupied by the first company; in 
other words, it appears to us that this views 


of the decision of the supreme court is in 
| perfect harmeny with the act of 1863, because 
| while the state had reserved the right to with- 
draw the franchise in the charter to the Ate 
lanta Street Railroad Company, the right to 
withdraw it from streets already occupled was 
expressly negatived. 

Moreover, while the court held that the grant 
to the Atlanta and West End road was a re- 
Feal or withdrawal of the franchise to streets 
not occupied, the contrary was true as toa 
ftreets already occupled. 

The constitution of 1877 did rot materially 
affect the situation; .t provided that no more 
irrevocable grants should be made, and 
clared that no law’ making irrevocable grants 
of special privileges or immunities shall be 
passed, but the same constitution recognized 
the fact that special privileges had veen al- 
lowed and it provided that no such privileges 
Should be revoked except’ in such manner aa 
to work no injustice to ths corporators cr cred- 
itors of the Incorporation. The word ‘‘cor- 
porators’’ in the constitation of 1877, in re- 
Spect to the matter just above referred to, 
means in our judgment, stockholders, as no 
other reasonable construction could be put 
thereon as we see it, because it is well known, 
that corporators very frequently end their con- 
nection with the formation of corporations 
and are not necessarily even part owners in the 
property or franchises. 

Arotber provision of the constitution of 1877 
was that any amendment to an existing charter 
of a corporation, if accepted by the ccrpora- 
tion, shall operate as a novation of such! 
charter and shal] bring the same under the 
provisions of this constitution. 

By an act approved December 24, 1884, the 
charter of the Atlanta Street Railroad Com- 
bany was amended so age to that

Some Recent Legislation. 


It was held in the 49th Ga. case that the 
charter of the Atlanta Street Railroad Com- 
pany slould. expire by limitation in thirty 
years, and therefore that the charter privileges 
to that ec mpany would have expired on t 
23d day of February, in the year |896 

By an act approved De: ember 26, 1890 the 
charter of the Atlanta Railroad Company was 
extended and renewed for thirty years fron 
Janvary |, 1896. That act gave the company; 
power to purchase railroads and property of 
other street railroads in the city of Atlanta 

It will be- well to observe the language of 
this act just referred to. It is mot an act to 
revive a charter, it is not simply an act to 
renew @ charter or to extend a charter, but it 
is declared in terms to be an act to renew and 
to extend. Another feature of this law in’ that 
it does deal with some of the special privileges 
granted to the Atlanta Street Railroad Com- 
pany in that it declares that no 1c 
of the exemption fromr taxation 
be conveyed or conferred. 
the legislature, having in view the fact that 
the Atlanta Street Railroad Company had 
been granted under peculiar circumstances ecr- 
tain rights and Privileges, this renewal and 
extension was a continuation of the contract 
on the part of the state with the reservation 
however, that there should Be no. further o£ 
emption from taxation, but in considering this 
question of the declaration of no further ex- 
emption from taxation it is well to bear,in 
mind also the provision of the constitution of 
1877 prohibiting exemption from taxation. 

It would seem to be the law that whatever 
right of exclusive franchise remained in the 
Atlanta Street Railroad Company under the 
decision in the 49th Ga. was renewed to it 
by the act extending and renewing its charted 
and would continue into tts legal successors and 
assigns for a period of thirty years 
first day of January, 1[896. 

1889, the legia- 
lature granted to the Collins Park and Belt 
Railroad Company a charter which permitted 
that company to survey, lay out, construct 
equip, use and enjoy routes or lines of street 
railroad in the city of Atlanta as the munictipa] 
authorities might approve or consent to, and 
it adopted as a part of the charter of that 
company certain sections of the charter granted 
to the Metropolitan Street Railroad Company. 
The section material to be considered he, 
ls section 5 of the Metropolitan Street rail- 
road charter. That section provided that for 
making a connected line, or for the purpose of 
crossing any other street railroad with its 
road, it might lay its tracks upon and occupy 
with its railroad tracks any street or streets 
upon which any other street railroad company 
may have its tracks, and in certain circum- 
stances mentioned in the act it was granted 
the right of condemnation of the tracks of 
any other company upon terms and condi- 
tions named therein.

Rights of Corporations. 

While it is true that exclusive rights in dero- 
gation of common rights, as well as in all 
cases in which exclusive rights are claimed 
under legislative grants, to a corporation that 
nothing is to be intended beyond the express 
words contained in it, at the same time it is 
true that where an exclusive grant was made 
Ainder a law which permitted such grant, and 
investments had been made thereunder and 
substantial rights had attached thereto, a re. 
peal would not be presumed unless it was ao 
stated to have such effect. Therefore, if 
the contract between the state and the first 
company was, as the supreme court held it to 
be. =x1clusive rights in the streets cccupied by 
it, we cannot see that the effect of the Metro- 
politan Street railroad charter in this particular 
would be more far-reaching than the effect 
that the West End Street railroad charter 
had in that particular. 

The Atlanta Consolidated Stree+ Railroad 
Company was granted a charter under the gen- 
eral law, and under that law had 
to acquire other street railway property, and 
it did aequire the Atlanta Street Railroad 
Company, the .property under consideration. 
of the Atlanta Street Railroad Company in 
all of its right, title and interest in and 
the franchises which that company had 
respect thereto, and it seems to us that what- 
ever of exclusive right the franchise of the 
Atlanta Street Railroad Company had at che 
time of this conveyance was properly con- 
veyed to the Consolidated company by the 
conveyance referred to, and that it stands in 
relation to the property actually owned and 


pany, just as that company stood. 

It does not appear to us, however, that in 
the purchase of the franchise of the Atlanta 
Street Railroad Company by the Consolidate4 
company that the latter company obtained any 
exclusive right to thenceforth occupy other 
streets with the consent of the city and to 
eonstruct railway lines thereon. 

It appears to us that the exclusive feature 
of the franchise of the Atlanta Street Rallroad 
Company passed to the Consolidated company

The Elements of Damage. 

We fail anything in this ordinance 
which goes to limit the right of the company 
to receive whatever compensation it might be 
then entitled to, if the power of condemnation 
had existed, and we do not find in a reason- 
nstruction of the ordinance anything to 
confine the railroad company to an agreement 
to accept payment for one-half of the present 
value of its construction in the street or above 
the street. Therefore, in consideration of the 
amount of damage which the Railway and 
Power company ill sustain by reagon of this 
condemnation, the assessors have considered 
as an element of damage, the interference with 
the operation of its road and the interference 
with its franchise rights, as well as the amount 
of actual damage sustained by the appropria- 
tion of a one-half interest in the rails, ties, 
street paving, superintendence and overhead 
construction. Therefore, the assessors deter- 
mine and award as follows: 

|. That the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
shall pay the cost of the special work and the 
readjustment of tracks to suit the present sit- 
uation. 

2. That it shall be the duty and obligation 
of both companies to bear in equal proportion— 
that is to say, one-half each—of the cost of 
maintenance during joint occupancy,’ and what 
we mean by maintenance includes renewals 
necessary to keep the track and appurtenances 
connected therewith in good condition. 

3. That upon abandonment of the joint use 
of these tracks by the Rapid Transit company 
the street railway structure shall belong to the 
Power company. 

4. That the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
shail pay to the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for a one-half interest in the use of 
the property condemned, the sum of one thous- 
and and seventy-eight dollars and eighty-five 
cents ($1,078.85). and for interference ani 
damage to its property, and interference with 
its exclusive right, the sum of thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars ($3,500).
